Pittsburg Miner Who Have Gone 
on 2 Strike. 


REJECTED A COMPROMISE. 
The Union Determined to. Hold Out 
for the Full Cleveland Scale as 
Long a Possible. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., March 7.—The strike 
of the miners ie on in full force and it is 
expected that to-day will see a general 
euspension of work. There are three com- 
panies whose miners it is thought will stay 
at work and the men employed in these 
mines aggregate less than 1.000. 

At the Monongehela mines, near Monon- 
gehéla City, last night the men held a meet- 
ing and after completing the loading of a 
barge at the request of the superintendent 
quit work. All the miners of the fourth 
pool are expected to come out this morning. 
There is a good boati stage and the op- 
erators are degirous of continuing work. 
Some of them have proposed compromise 
scales, but in ach case they have been 
rejected with the demand for the rate de- 
cided upon by the convention. It is esti- 
mated that before night 16,000 miners will 
have quit work in support of the demands 
of the convention. 

Reports Peeived at the miners’ end- 


quarters in this city up to noon show a gen- 
eral suspensi of work throughout the 
district. Front the report of the Commis- 


sioner of Labor showing the number of min- | 


ers employéd in the district it is estimated 
that the number who are on a strike is over 
21,000, and that the number employed at thd 
mines where there will be no strike is about 
1,300. The men are determined to win, al- 
though each will have to rely on his own re- 
sources for sustenance during the suspen- 
sion, as the organization has not the funds 
to pay 1 benefits. 


- RUSSIA WANTS II. 


Ber Etforts Will Inevitably Ate 


The United States Consul General at Bt. 
Petersburg has reported to the Washing- 
ton authorities that Russia is making a 
strong effort to capture the great flour 
markets of the Mediterranean, which are 
now largely supported by the United 
States; that the Russian Government is 
backing the project and that it will ad- 


vance money to Russian millers and reduce 
transportation rates. 

The possible effect on the milling indus- 
tries of this country is a matter of much 
interest. Mr. Alex Smith of the Victoria 
Milling Company, en asked his views, 
said: “‘My impress is that the Russian 
Government is doing exactly as it ought in 
assisting her millers. It is only the natural 
tendency of events for a wheat-growing 
nation to become millers, and to reach out 
for the sale of flour. This will simply make 

another competitor that American millers 
will have to and will meet and, in our case, 
without much aid from our ‘Government. 

“The establishment of large milling in- 
terests there will, however, be of a slow 

wth and they will devote their energies 
argely to near-by trade, which is too far 
away for us to handle. It will be, I think, a 
number of years before any effect will be 
felt in this country. This move of Russia 
is a good scheme on the part of any Gov- 
„ ernment. What we ought to do to enable us 
to compete is to negotiate more favorable 
treaties with such Governments, such as 
France and Germany, which impose an 
import duty on flour in excess of that 
* on Wheat.“

The Coin Is so Heavy That No One Can 
Carry More Than $30. 


* WASHINGTON, March 7.—A new first 
Becretary to the Japanese Legation at 
Washington, Mr. K. Matsui, has just ar- 
fived here, having been transferred from 
his post at Seoul, the capital of Corea, 
Where he has recently passed through the 
exciting events by which Corea precipi- 


me the war between Japan and China. 
e trip from Seoul to Washington, with 
@ short stop at Yokohama, has taken about 
two months. Mr. Matsui is one of the 
keen young men «5 7 English fiu- 
ently, Who are distinguish Japan for 
her diplomacy as well as her military 
powers. He talks interestingly of Corean 
affairs, the reforms inaugurated by Japan 
the personality of the Corean King an 
Queen, the Tong Hak rebellion and other 
oS that have come vaguely to the outer 
worid. 

The Coreans were suspicious and fear- 
ful at the outset,” said Mr. Matsui, lest 
Japan had come to conquer and absorb 
them, but they have gradually come to 
realize that the enlightened reforms sug- 
gested by Count inquye, the Japanese En- 
voy there, are for e advancement and 
modernizing of Corea. He is well equipped 
for this work, as he signed the first treaty 
of peace and amity made with Corea, 
nearly 2 years ago, and was again con- 
cerned with the country in 188. But the 
work of reform is very slow and it will 
be years before the country will emerge 
from the darkness she partook with China. 
This government has long claimed Corea 
as a dependency, and Chinese conserva- 
tism has been impressed on the country. 
There are ‘about 2,000 Chinese at Seoul, 
and these, with the outer Chinese influ- 
ences, have kept Corea in the old ways 
and have prevented contact with the world. 

„Dut- ens reforms urged by J are be- 
ginning to manifest themselves,“ contin- 
ued Mr. Matsui. The King and the Queen, 
as well as the Cabinet, consult Count 
Inouye and listen largely to his judgment 
He is frequently summoned to the palace, 
where the King personally questions him 
or advice on the conduct of affairs. The 
poo a most just and fair man, although 

er 8 lacking in force of character. 

he Queen has marked executive ability 
and her influence is felt by the ministry. 
She is by far the first woman in Corea. 

“The administration of affairs is bein 
left entirely with the Coreans. The roy 
household is much run down, because of 
the lack of funds. The reform has brought 
about an increase of the Cabinet from six, 
as it was before the war, to ten, the same 
as Japan's Cabinet. The new Cabinet in- 
cludes Ministers of Finance, Foreign Af- 
fairs, War, Justice, Public Works, Educa- 
tion, etc. All of the Ministers are native 
Coreans. They have little or no aptitude 
for social o ization on modern lines, 
but they consult Count Inouye and 
ready to accept suggestions, although their 
natural slowness makes the protess of ad- 
vancement tedious. 

“The finances of the country are very 
bad. There is lack of money for public 
works. The currency is of ancient form 
and so cumbersome that the strongest men 
could not carry more than $30. 
navy. The — is meager, with several 
American guns, but they have been allowed 
to rust and rot, and the soldiers cannot 
handle them effe&ively. 

“We were in constant communication 


with the seat of war, as Seoul is on the 
line of the through telegraph from Port 
Arthur. But there was little excitement 
among the Coreans and they accepted the 
struggle with their usual stolidity. The 
Corean army and about 1,200 anese 
troops were sent against the Tong Haks 
and the rebellion was about suppressed 
when I left there. The Tong Heke are 
made up of two elements in the south of 
Corea, one a religious sect and the other a 
class of brigands and robbers—in all about 
70,000 people. The leaders brought the rich 
men to the town and forced them on pain 
of death to give up their money. The 
brigand element joined in the general ex- 
tortion and pilla Many depredations, 
cruelties and murders occurred.” 

“The Japanese and Corean soldiers sub- 
dued the outbreak. The Tong Haks fought 
with crude weapons, but hundreds of them 
would fiy before a squad of twenty trained 
Japanese infantry men. 

Mr. Matsui stopped at Yokohama on his 
way here to observe the intense patriotism 
of his countrymen. The celebration of 
Ja 's victories over the Chinese were of 
daily occurrence. The streets were lined

INSURGENTS ROUTED.

NEW YORK, March 7.—A special dis- 
patch to a morning paper from Havana 
says: News has been received from the 
Governor of Santiago that Lieut.-Col. Bax, 
in seeking insurgents near Guantanamo, 


came upon a large party near Ullao. They 
were soon joined by two.other parties under 
command of Perequito Perez and Henry 
Brooks.

Our proposition is infinitely superior to the 
Sedalia one, which merely guarantees build- 
ings equal to those at present in use at Jef- 
ferson City. 

“We distinctly pledge ourselves (under 
bond) to provide, besides ample land, $2,000,- 
000, which will pay for a series of structures 
that. Missouri would have reason to be 
proud of and as far in advance of those now 
at Jefferson City as 18% is in advance of 
fifty years ago. I know from my own ex- 
perience in the Legislature what the in- 
conveniences of Jefferson City are. If the 
change has to be made, it would be folly 
to e the capital to another small place. 
We offer incomparable benefits, and we are 
confident of carrying our point”
